Solar Electric 
Official Is 
Lions Speaker 


At the Tuesday evening meet- 
ing of the Lions club, Stuart J. 
Myers of the Solar Electric Cor- 
poration gave- a very interesting 
talk on the manufacture of incan- 
descent and fluorescent lamps. 
Each year the United States 


uses 600,000,000 lamp bulbs. These 
range in size from 6 watt to 1500 
watt and are of many different 
voltages and types such as color- 
ed, infra-red, farm, 
mine, mill- 


type, rough-service, tubular, de- 
corative, and various kinds of re- 
flector lamps, etc. 
The heart of the lamp Is the 
filament. Edison first used a piece 
of carbonized bamboo. Later 
a 
stright tungsten filament was us- 
ed. This was afterwards replaced 


with a coiled filament. Recently 
a coiled-coil filament has been us- 
ed to obtain greater efficiency. 
High-speed automatic machinery 


is used throughout the 
various 
setps in the manufacture of incan- 
descent lamps. 


Although few people know it, 
the first fluorescent lamp patents 
were taken out by Thomas Edison 
in 1897, There are many problems 
encountered in the making of this 
type of lamp which are not com- 
mon to other types.

ELECTION AFTERMATH 


By his victory in Tuesday's record-breaking elec- 


tion, Governor Edward Martin ends the two-year Demo- 
cratic monopoly of Pennsylvania's senatorships. Martin, 
at 67, goes to the postwar senate as a veteran of three 
wars, having been retired on age as a brigadier general 
in 1942. 


Guffey, an original New Dealer who campaigned on 


his record of thoroughgoing support of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his program, has served 12 years 
in the senate. Chief Pennsylvania dispenser of federal 
patronage, he has been a top leader of the Democrats, 
just as Martin has been among Republicans. 


Martin, throughout the campaign, was sharply critical 


of reconversion policies of the Democratic national ad- 
ministration. 


Duff comes to the governorship pledged to a platform 


of "good housekeeping" in the state government. He has 
reiterated his support of policies inaugurated by Gover- 
nor Martin, and promised to carry on with them. 


The shakeup in Pennsylvania's congressional delega- 


tion was of national importance as the GOP moved to- 
ward possible control of both house and senate. The gain 
of nine seats in Pennsylvania was slightly more than 
one-third of the national total necessary for Republi- 
can control of the house. 


All six Philadelphia district seats swung from the 


Democratic column to the Republican. Two other GOP 
gains were made in the anthracite region, and the ninth in 
the Reading area where veteran Democrat Daniel K. 
Hoch was unseated. 


Pittsburgh Democratic forces managed to maintain 


their congress lineup unchanged. 


On the state legislative front, continued Republican 


control of both houses in the general assembly not only 
is assured but considerably strengthened, with a two- 
thirds GOP majority in the senate hinging on Sen. A. H. 
Letzler's (R-Clearfield) success in a bid for relelection. 


In the last legislature, Democrats were able to ham- 


string some Republican moves by refusing to confirm 
occasional appointments. A two-thirds majority is re- 
quired for confirmation. 


A gain of 50 to 60 Republicans in the house provides 


a, big majority for administration bills in contrast to the 
four-vote margin held by the GOP in the 19-iS session. 


WINGS OF TOMORROW: The Story of Aviation 
No. 9: New Terror Aloft

(1) Modern aerial warfare brought from the 


skies such terror as the German V-2 rockets 
and ram-jet-propelled "buzz bombs'1 launched 
on England in a finsl desperate attempt to 
defeat her. The Allies' best countermeasures 
were radio-controlled bombs dropped from high- 
flying planes and guided by radar and television. 
Meanwhile, American scientists worked in great 
secrecy on the most powerful weapon devised 
since man learned to fight wars with explosives 
j—the atomic bomb. Unleashed on two Japanese 


cities, it brought the Pacific war to a quick 
end. These fantastic developments indicate how 
awesome future weapons may be. 


(2) The recent tests of the amazing new 


bomb conducted at Bikini in the Marshall 
Islands will give scientists knowledge of its 
true power and of the requirements for effective 
defense against it. Its highly' concentrated 
destructive power will have a marked influence 
on the air force of the future, which by 1950 
will be completely jet-propelled. There may 
be no need henceforth for immense bombing 
planes capable of carrying gigantic loads. A 
small plane the size of today^s fighter^ will be_ 


able to carry one atomic bomb, packing the 
punch of an entire squadron of the past war's 
Superfortresses. 


(3) Radar and television are now being used 


to flight-test jet fighters. Controlled from the 
ground or from a "mother" plane, the craft can 
be maneuvered beyond the limits of safety 
applicable when a human pilot is carried Latest 
navigation aids include' a radar device which 
pictures the surrounding country on a screen 
when the ground is obscured by clouds from 
the pilot. A wartime development, it aided 
bomber crews in finding their targets. 
Air 
Jiners will soon make use of similar devices. 


(4) Rocket-propelled planes, already glide- 


tested by the Army and now being prepared for 
the first man-carrying flights, will succeed tht 
jets in military aviation. Later, scientists may 
find ways of applying atomic power to air* 
craft, improving upon the astounding perform- 
ance of the rocket planes. To do this, tht 
problem, at present insurmountable, of pro* 
tecting the occupants of the atom-powered planet 
from radiation must be solved. Perhaps by that! 
time, if fighting air forces are still being built,: 
it will no longer be necessary that men pilot' 
the planes. Radio-guided missiles will do the, 
fighting.

\X7ASHINGTON— The telephone 
** and the typewriter, much 
more than politics, have made 
vVashington seem "more than an 
ordinarily feminine town," says 
Jonathan Daniels, former press 
secretary to President Roosevelt. 


In his new book, "Frontier on 
the Potomac," Mr. Daniels ob- 
serves that it is a strange thing 
that a quarter of a century after 
the Nineteenth Amendment there 
$is such an acute scarcity of impor- 
tant women in the government of 
the nation. 


"Xobody even discusses any 


more that old suggestion that 
women would elevate and purify 
the politics of their country," he 
says, adding that the women "have 
not done very well even for them- 
selves " 


He points out that once there 


was a lady Cabinet officer. That 
was Francis Perkins, Secretary of 
Labor He cites that there were 
but 10 women in Congress in 1946 
and even fewer women in the 
whole executive branch getting as 
much as $9,000 a year. 


"The electing people nave done 
better by the sex than the appoint- 
ing officials." 


r>ANIELS concedes that the con- 
*-* gresswomen are important, 
but he believes that the really 
significant women in the capita*! 
are "seldom seen in the newspa- 
pers, but they are effective and 
essential in the operation of gov- 
ernment itself" 


He lists among these Ruth Ship- 


ley, 
head of the State Depart- 


ment's passport division since 
1933; Marguerite Owen, repre- 
sentative of the TVA; Mary E. 


Switzer, assistant to the adminis-

INGS OF TOMORROW: The Story of Aviation 
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No. 10: Planes for Everyone

(1) Light personal planes may be purchased 


over the counters of New York department stores 
today, a fact which indicates the widespread 
popularity flying will enjoy in the immediate 
future. Half • dozen manufacturers are build- 
ing 30 to 50 planes daily to fill the demand, 
which is expected to reach 500,000 within five 
years. During the next decade readable planes 


will be perfected. Fitted with rotors, they'll 
replace present-day convertibles. Experts pre- 
dict that a million such craft will crowd the 
airways within the next score of years. 


(2) Roof-top landing facilities for the "pin- 


wheel" craft may soon be as common as today's 
parking lots. Cities will become de-centralized 
as new suburbs are built around beautifully 
landscaped air^parks where all residents fly and 
the family garage contains the new type con- 
vertible. Approximately a third of the traffic 
today crowding the nation's freeways wDl takt 


to the air. Cities which have waterfronts will 
pioneer this new era by establishing downtown 
landing mats now being planned. 


(3) Playing an important role In the transi- 


tion to the air is the present-day helicopter. 
Large cities now using helicopters to carry mail 
to outlying airports will find them useful as 
ambulances and as fire-fighters. De luxe heli- 
copter taxis will rush the time-conscious busi- 
ness executive to widely scattered suburbs of 
expanded cities. 


(4) In the more distant future, atomic power 


will also be applied to personal aircraft Like 
the legendary magic carpet, tht atom-powered 
plane will combine the high speed of the 
rocket with the conveniences of the helicopter.' 
A trip to the Panama Canal or Alaska from 
Ohio will be merely an afternoon cruise. Fam- 
ilies who like to travel may circle the globe on 
a week-end, pausing at the press of a button 
to hover over point* of Interest.

Some farmers plan to cut 
a 


crop of trees from their woodlands 
at least once every five years. 


This IB possible in mature old 
growth timber. In fact, a profit- 
able cut can be made in some well 
managed woods as ofter as once 
every three years. This latter is 
not generally 
recommended be- 


cause it takes a very good growth 
of trees to stand it. 


Owners 
who 
cut 
frequently 


should cut carefully. They should 
take out primarily the mature and 
over-mature trees. Even a light 
cut of good size trees results in a 
lot of board footage of logs for 
sale and a nice cash income. 


Such a light cut—that is, light 


in the number of trees felled—is 
often just about the right size-op- 
eration for the farmer to handle 
as a part'time job for himself and 
his family, or other help he has 
had on his place. 


Frequent removal 
of 
mature 
trees not only brings in a constant 
cash profit. 
If 
done right, 
it 


should open up the stand and im- 
prove growing conditions for the 
remaining younger trees. The wise 


owner will leave these 
thrifty 


younger trees except for the re- 
moval of a few trees in those cases 
where it seems necessary to thin 
them out a bit. 


A little such thinning may be de- 


sirable. It will be desirable, also 
to weed out some of the poorly 
formed or less valuable weed trees 
at the same time you are cutting 
for a Harvest. 


Thinning and weeding does not 


have to be done at the same time 
that the periodic harvest is cut, 
especially if the smaller or less val- 
uable trees will not make profi- 
table logs. They may be left and 
taken out from year to year be- 
tween crops to serve as fuelwood, 
poles, fence posts, or other uses 
for which they seem best suited.

Hit Guild, incorporated in Califor- 
nia in 1938, which has been discov- 
ering tune talent and bringing it 
toward success with the help of 
such musical gentlemen as Al Jol- 
son, Ferde Grofe, Bandleader Les 
Brown and Mannie Sacks, vice- 
president of Columbia Records. 


If an amateur can write words, 
or music, or both, or for that mat- 
ter even has simply a provocative 
title for a song, he can get expert 
attention from the Song Hit Guild- 
ers. 


The guild confines its attention 
simply to new songwriters. If, for 
instance, the song, words, or just 
the title, are attractive enough to 
come to the attention of, say, Al 
Jolson, chairman, and the other 
members of the board, a new 
writer stands a hefty chance of 
making from $250 to whatever top 
Hit Parade tunes return. 


a song is accepted, $250 


is paid in advance royalties.

Train Phones 
Are Meeting 
With Success 


Installation of the first 
large 
scale, permanent system of train- 
to-train, locomotive-to-cabin car, 
and train-to-tower continuous tele- 
phone communication is nearing 
completion on the four-track main 
line of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
between Harrisburg and Pitts- 
burgh, it was announced today. 


Including an earlier installation 


on an important branch in New 
Jersey, the Pennsylvania now has 
the train telephone in 150 passeng- 
er locomotives, 131 freight loco- 
motives, 100 cabin cars, and 16 
wayside control towers, making 
a total of 397 units. Three hiind- 
red nineteen miles of line, includ- 
ing 1,056 miles 
of main tracks, 


are covered. All new locomotives 
on order for service on the main 
lines are to be equipped. 


Railroad officials pointed 
out 
that, although 
several wayside 
stations and some locomotives and 
cabin cars remain to be equipped, 
the train telephone system is now 
in operation, on a 24-hour daily 
experimental basis, for the entire 
distance between Harrisburg and 
Pittsburgh. Begun more than two 
years ago, the installation pro- 
ject has been delayed by severe 
material shortages. Development 
of the system, has been in collab- 
oration with the -Union Switch & 
Signal Company. The total cost 
to the railroad will be more than 
$1,000,000. 


Railroad officials pointed 
out 
that 20 years of research and de- 
velopment have gone into 
the 
train telephone, which utilizes high 
frequency 
alternating 
electric 


current on two channels, transmit- 
ted through the air by induction 
to the rails and to existing wires 
on poles parallel to 
the tracks 


Transmission paths are confined 
entirely to the railroad property. 


Towermen in 
wayside 
signal 


towers use the train telephone to 
talk with train crews moving In 
their areas, even though 
many 


miles distant, for the transmission 
of instructions, reports and infor- 
mation pertaining to train oper-

Values are 5-centavo lavender, 
10-c blue, 15-c green, 30-c orange, 
90-c blue-green, and two-boliviano 
black.

That Better Parenthood 


Week we mentioned previ- 
ouily i* all very well, but 
why limit it to a week? 
Shouldn't the whols year be 
devoted to better parent- 
hood ? We're quoting- Kath- 
arine Lenroot again today, 
because aa chief of the U. 
S. Children's Bureau, she is 
in a. position to know what 
it's all about—She thinks 
most parents, understand- 
ably, strive to bring up 
their children in a good 
neighborhood. But if that 
enough ? What of the neigh- 
borhood other children are 
being brought up in, chil- 
dren upon whom this na- 
tion 
is 
also 
dependent 


if it is to grow strong and great? "I have these other emiaren 
especially in mind", she says, "for we at the Children's Bureau 
perhaps know more about them than do most. From all aides 
we are told of children who are being neglected, mistreated and 
abused. Sometimes they are living just around the corner from 
those good neighborhoods where other children are being brought 
uu with the best the country has to offer available to them. 
Now, we cannot give to all chTiaren an equal chance, but can we 
not give them at least a reasonable chance? I think we can 
if we parents extend to the entire community their neighborhood 
interest. What they need fo do is to work together, as they did 
in the war years, toward a common goal. That peacetime goal 
might very well be to secure the best possible chance for the 
ir.ost children. I think that goal would turn out to be something 
like this: 1. For each child a gooc nome with the love and care 
of both parents. 2. A healthy start in life. 
3. Schooling for 


every child to the maximum of his capacities and powers. 4. 
Companionship with other children, free of humiliating barriers 
. .f race or class or creed. 5. An opportunity for self-expression 
and spiritual growth. 6. Full preparation for useful work in a 
trade, a business or a profession. 7. A chance in adult life for 
a reasonable feasure of security for himself and his family, with 
ever broadening: avenue for participation in th« affairs of the 
neighborhood, the community, and th* nation."
